VITAL STATISTICS. 


Parents and others are requested to carefully examine 
the following lists and if any errors or omissions are dis- 
covered report them at once to the town clerk, that the record 
may be corrected, as it is of importance that the record of 
Vital Statistics should be complete. Herewith are extracts 
from the General Laws of Massachusetts, Chapter 46. 


Section 3. Every physician, or hospital medical officer 
registered under Section nine of Chapter one hundred and 
twelve, in this chapter called officer, shall keep a record of 
the birth of every child in cases of which he was in charge, 
showing date and place of birth, the name, if any, of the child, 
its sex and color, the name, age, birthplace, occupation and 
residence (including the street number, if any) of each 
parent, the maiden name of the mother and the name of the 
physician or officer, if any, personally attending the birth. 
If the child is illegitimate, the name of and other facts 
relating to the father shall not be set forth except upon 
written request of both the father and mother. Said physi- 
cian or officer shall, within fifteen days after such birth, mail 
or deliver to the clerk or register of the town where such 
birth occurred, a report stating the facts herein above re- 
quired to be shown on said record and also the said written 
request, if any; provided, that if said report is not so made 
within forty-eight hours after such birth, said physician or 
officer shall, within said forty-eight hours, mail or deliver to 
said clerk, or registrar a notice stating the date and place of 
the birth, the street number, if any, the ward number, if in 
a city, and the family name. Upon presentation to him of a 
certificate of the town clerk stating that any such birth has 
been duly reported, the town treasurer shall pay to such physi- 
cian or officer a fee of twenty-five cents for each birth so re- 
ported. Any physician or any such officer violating any 
provision of this section shall forfeit not more than twenty- 
five dollars. 
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Section 4. A member or servant of a family in which 
a child is born, having knowledge of the facts required for 
record relative to such births, shall furnish the same upon 
request of the clerk of the town where such child was born 
or its parents reside, or of any person authorized by him. 
Such member or servant refusing to furnish such facts 
shall be punished by fine not exceeding ten dollars. 


Section 6. Parents, within forty days after the birth ot 
a child, and every householder, within forty days after a 
pirth in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to 
the clerk of the town where such child is born. Every 
householder in whose house a death occurs and the oldest 
next of kin of a deceased person in the town where the death 
oecurs shall, within five days thereafter, cause notice there- 
of to be given to the board of health.

The baseball diamond and tennis courts were in almost 
constant use throughout the summer months. 


During the course of the season, the trees and shrubs 
bordering the playgrounds were examined and certain of the 
work necessary for the preservation and upkeep of the trees 
was undertaken.

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REGULATIONS OF THE SCHOOL DEPARTMENT. 


No pupil may enter the first grade unless such child shall 
become six years of age on or before October 1 following the 
opening of the fall term he wishes to enter school. To enter 
school in the fall of 1944 a child must be six years old on or 
before October 1, 1944. 


No child may enter the kindergarten unless such child 
shall become five years of age on or before October 1 follow- 
ing the opening of the fall term he wishes to enter school. To 
enter kindergarten in the fall of 1944 a child must be five years 
old on or before October 1, 1944. No child may enter school 
after October 1 except by special permission. 


When a child first enters school in the town a birth 
certificate and vaccination certificate must be presented. 


Any pupil who has been out of school on account of a 
contagious disease shall not return to school unless he has 
secured a health certificate signed by a physician. This 
certificate will be exchanged through the superintendent of 
schools for a return permit to be given to the teacher. 


The No-School Signal is 2-2-2-2. When the No-School 
signal is sounded at 7.30 A. M., it closes the schools for the 
day. When the No-School signal is sounded at 12.380 P. M., 
it closes the elementary schools for the afternoon. The No- 
School signal will be reserved for unusually stormy days when 
it appears that it will be dangerous for the health and safety 
of a large proportion of the pupils to attend school. There 
will be some stormy days when each parent must decide 
whether it will be safe for his child to attend school.

At a meeting of the Trustees on March 31, 19438, the fol- 
lowing vote was passed: 


In 1886 the Town of Hopedale elected its first Library 
trustees and these trustees on organizing voted that the name 
of the Library be Hopedale Public Library. No record of a 
vote by the Town or by the trustees of the Library changing 
this name has been found. 


On presentation of the building which bears the inscrip- 
tion “Bancroft Memorial Library,” the Trustees in making 
their annual report to the town used the name ‘Bancroft 
Memorial Library” and this has continued up through the 1942 
report. | 


In view of the gift in 1899 of the handsome building by 
Joseph B. Bancroft, the aid in carrying on the work of the 
Library made possible by trust funds given by many mem- 
bers of the Bancroft family, and the recent bequest of Miss 
Anna M. Bancroft, the Library’s greatest benefactor and 
patron, of a lot of land adjoining the Library building and 
a very generous trust fund to continue her interest in the 
Library, the Trustees feel it most fitting that the name of the 
Library be changed to “Bancroft Memorial Library.” 
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Therefore, it was voted that the name of the Library be 
changed from the “Hopedale Public Library” to ‘Bancroft 
Memorial Library” and this action of the trustees be brought 
before the town at the next town meeting for approval. 


Miss Rachel Woodward, Librarian, resigned effective not 
later than September 1, 1948 and the Trustees accepted with 
deep regret her desire to relinquish her duties as Librarian. 
Miss Woodward had been most conscientious and zealous in 
her library work, oftentimes to the detriment of her own 
health, and showed unusual ability in all departments of the 
Library and by these qualities gained the highest regard and 
respect of the community and various organizations herein. 


Mrs. Rachel P. Day who had been Assistant Librarian 
since January, 1988 was promoted to Librarian and Mrs. 
Edna L. Damon appointed Assistant Librarian, effective 
September 1, 1943.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


The Librarian respectfully submits the fifty-eighth an- 
nual report. 


The main library has been open 304 days with an average 
circulation of 83 books a day. The total circulation, including 
that of the South Hopedale Branch, was 28,556 volumes. As 
in the case of most libraries throughout the country the adult 
circulation has declined owing to the extra demands on time 
and strength due to war conditions. 


During the past year 482 volumes have been added to the 
library including many books on the war in its varied phases. 


Special attention has been given to bringing the Reference 
Room collection up to date with latest editions of standard 
works and such newly published volumes as the Encyclopedia 
Britannica World Atlas and the 12-volume Britannica Junior. 


The cooperation of teachers has been much appreciated. 
An exhibit of pastel land- and sea-scapes by students of the 
General Draper High School, arranged by Miss Clarice E. 
Seagrave, attracted favorable attention. An Indian project 
worked out in design and color by sixth grade pupils was on 
display in the Children’s Room and original posters by seventh 
grade pupils advertised Book Week. One hundred and four 
reading certificates issued by the State Department of Educa- 
tion were earned by pupils of the fourth, seventh and eighth 
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grades, the books having been supplied by The Bancroft 
Memorial Library. 


The coming year marks twenty years of service by the 
South Hopedale Branch of the main library under the super- 
vision of Miss Adeline A. Caldwell. Once a week the Branch 
Librarian has opened her home to the public in this district 
for the circulation of books and the use of reference material. 
The many visitors to Miss Caldwell’s pleasant library appreci- 
ate her interest in their reading needs and the opportunity to 
borrow books in their own neighborhood. 


In August Miss Woodworth resigned her position as 
Librarian to the regret of many readers who had reason to 
know her unfailing kindness and of members of the staff who 
valued her helpful attitude toward their work. In addition to 
her many duties she had given unsparingly of her time and 
strength to the Victory Book Campaign. 


The present Librarian has attended a number of library 
meetings in Boston, and also visited libraries in New York 
City in the interest of reading for young people.
